SERMON 


Tho Nativity—Toxt; Luke fi, 16: “Ana 


They Came With Haste, and VYound 


Mary and Joseph and the Babe@Lying 


in a Mangor." 


Brookiynx, N.Y., Dec 1891. —Dr. 
Talmage preached this morning « sermon 
appropriate to the Christmas season. Tak 
ing up the subject of the Nativity he drew 
from it lessons which, perfectly 
legitimate, are commonly overlooked. His 
text was Luko 2, 16, ‘And they with 
hasto, and found Mary and Joseph and the 
Babo lying in a mangor 

The black window shutters of a Decem- 
ber night were thrown open, and some of 
the best singers of a world where they all 
sing stood there, and putting back the 
drapery of cloud, chanted a peace anthem, 
until all the « hill and valley ap- 
plauded and encored the Hallelujah chorus.

And there are Marys in palaces and 

in cabins, and though German, and French, 
and Italian, and Spanish, and English pro- 
nounce it differently, they are all name- 
sakes of the one whom we find on a bed of 
straw, with her pale face against the soft 
check of Christ in the night of the Natiy- 





ity. All the great painters have tried, on 
canvas, to present Mary and her Onild and 
the incidents of that most famous night of 
the world’s history. RanbeeD in threo dif- 
ferent master-pieces, celebrated them. Tin- 
toretto and Ghirlandajo surpassed them 
selves in the adoration of the Magi, Correg- 
gio needed to do nothing more than his Ma- 
ican to become immortal. The Madonna 
of the Lily, by Leonardo da Vinci, will 
kindle the admiration of all ages. But all 
the galleries of Dresden are forgotten when 
I think of tho small room of that alr 
containing the Sistine Madonna, et all 
of them were copies of St. Matthew's Ma- 
donna, and Luke's Madonna, the inspired 
Madonna of the Old Book, which we had 
put into our hands when we were infants, 
and that we hope to haye under our heads 
when we die, 

Behold, in the first place, that on the 
first night of Christ's life God honored the 
bruto creation, You cannot get) into that 
Bothlehom barn without going past the 
camels, the mules, the dogs, the oxen. 
The brutes of that stable heard tho firat ery 
of the infant Lord. Some of the old 

winters represent the oxen and camels 

necling that night before the new-born 
babe. And well might they kneel! Have 
you ever thought that Christ came, amon, 
other things, to alleviate the sufferings o! 
the brute creation ? Was it not appropriate 
that He should, during the first few days 
and nights of His life on earth, be surround- 
ed by the dumb beasts, whose moan and 
plaint ond bellowing have for ages been a 
prayer to God for the arresting of their tor- | 
tures and the righting of their wrongs? It | 
did not merely “happen ao” that the unin- 
telligont creatures of God should have been 
that night in close neighborhood. 

Not a kennel in all the centuries, not | 
a bird's nest, not a wern-ont horse on 
tow-path, not a herd freeaing in the 
poorly-built cow-pen, not a freight car in 
summer time bringing the beeves to mar- 
ket without water through a thousand 
miles of agony, not a surgeon's room 
witnessing the struggles of fox, or rab- 
bit, or pigeon, or dog, in the horrors of | 
yivisection, but has an interest in the 
fact that Christ was born in a ‘stable, | 
furrounded by brutes, He remembers 
that night, aud the prayer He heard in 
their pitiful moan, Ho will answer in the 
punishment of thoso who maltreat the 
qumb brutes, They surely have as much 
right in this world as we have. In the first 
chapter of Genesis you may see that they 
were placed on the earth before man was, 
tho fish and fowl created the fifth day, and 
the quadrupeds the morning of the sixth 
day, andthe man not until the afternoon 
of that day. ‘The whale, the cagle, tho 
lion, and wil the lesser creatures of their 
kind. were predecesaors of the human family, 
They have the world by right of possession, 
They have also paid rent for the places 
they occupied. What an army of defense 
allover the land are the faithful watch- 
dogs. Avd who can toll what the world 
owes to the horse, and camel, and ox, for 
transportation? And robin and lark have, 
by the cantatas with which they have filled

one dismounting from a swift camel at 
their door and knocking till, at some 
sentinel’s question, “Who comes there?”

She arrived 
in T er and two days later received by 
express a bottle supposed to contain 
whisky, As a matter of fact it was the 
strongest solution of arsenic possible: to 
compound. Mrs. Barnaby drank the con 
tents and died from its effecta, 
Six days later a private autopsy was held, 
and portions of the body were retained for 
analytical examination. The remaining con 
tents of the bottle had been already sub- 
mitted to one of Colorado's well-known 
chomists, Dr, Joseph A. Sewell of the Den. 
vor University. He was not long in com- 
ing to a decision. ‘he solution contains

Sritish Consul discovered a letter from 
Frank Lazenby, president of the Cu 

and Conntics Bank of Basingstok 

land. ‘This letter referredto some property 
which the dead woman had owned seven 
miles from Basingstoke. It appeared that 
she had purchased the Basingstoke 
property in April, 1890, had lived there 
until six weeks ago, when she went back to 
Naples, taking considerable money with 
her. This lettor was addressed to Hulda 
Wenzel Wellesley. Tho British Consul 
showed this letter to the American Consul 
at Naples. They decided that the best 
thing to do was to communicate at once 
with the Basingstoke Bank, 

The British Consul accordingly wrote 
Lazenby asking if he knew anything about 
the dead woman's relatives, saying that if he 
did not the Consul would be obliged to ad- 
minister the estate and torn tho property 
into Queen Victoria's treasury 

This letter was received yesterday and a 
representative went to Basingstoke to in- 
quire about Miss Wellesley's life there. He 
found that she lived absolutely alone in a 
small house called the Hermitage. Her life 
there seen have been even more lonesome 
anid mysterious than it was in Naples. The 
fow people who « contact with her 
say slic was highly emotional, almost sullen 
in hor Llomperament, su \ sonsi 
tive. She often told Lazenby about her 
home in Naples, but never volunteered any 
explanation as to why she caine to Engle 
tolive or chose such an out-of-the-way 
place for her home here. Judging by the 
woman’s pronounced foreign accent and the 
name Wenzelein which she rkeptesher ac- 
count at th mby conclifded that 
she was a native of “Austria or Southern 
Germany. . 

Tt scoms certain that sho was not-born an 
Englishwoman, despite the name Wellesley, 
which she s€emhs to haye assumed. But she 
certainly appeared to bea lady anda woman 
of culture 

When Miss Wellesley, left (he Hermitage 
six weeks ago sheturned the» key in the 
door and gaye no instructions about the 
property. The. house remains to-day ex- 
actly as she left it, 

Of Course Al] this, while it helps lo estab- 
lish the dead woman's identity, does not 
clear up tae mystery of the alleged murder, 
The yoman’s body Was found in a street of 
the yilest quarter of Naples several hours 
after she had passed the customs gate with 
a package. This package, whatever it may 
have contained, was not found with the 
body, Where she went or what happened 
after passing the customs gate nobody 
knows, but there seems to be no doubt in 
tho minds of the Naples police and the 
British Consul that sho was the victim of 
assault and robbery.

KILLED HIS RIVAL. 


Editor Florex Picks a Quarrel With Young 
Rasch and Kills fim 

Bocora, Colombia, via Panama, Jan, 5,— 
Bogota society is shocked by the nssassina- 
tion of young Ernest Rasch, the son of a 
leading local merchant, by Editor Florez of 
El Gladiator, who had been his rival for the 
hand and heart of one of the most beauti- 
ful of the national capital's social stars, 

Rasch and a friend named Paez were at 
tho Cafe Gaudalquiver when Florez appear- 
ed. After some conversation Florez spat in 
Rasch’s face, and the latter struck Florez 
over the head with a heavy umbrella, Paez 
made an effort to come between them and 
stop the row, but without avail. 

Florez drew a dagger from his umbrella 
handle and attempted to stab Rasch, but 
Paez warded off the blow. 

Rasch grabbed up a footstool then and 
hurled it at Florez’s head, The latterdrew 
a revolver and shot Rasch dead, then walk- 
ed to the police headquarters and gave 
himself up. An investigation of the case 
promises to develop several sonsational 
lcatures. 


Death or Llness of Many Noted Mev. 

Brossxrs, Jan. 4.—The great political 
economist and writer, Emile de Laveleye, 
died to-day at a friend's house at Doyon, 
near Liege, suddenly from an attack of in- 
fluenza. 

He was well known throughout the civil- 
ized world before being called to the chair of 
political economy at the University of Liege, 

Guy do Maupassant, the well-known it~ 
toratour attempted to commit suicide at 
Cannes.

Not one person in a hundred who knows 
Mr. Gladstone by sight, not onc. person in 
a hundred thousand of the genoral public 
knows that when quite ® young man Mr 
Gladstone lost the  fore-finger of his 
left hand by an accident. Mr. Forbes, 
by advice, meanwhile, has painted this 
finger in, in the original portrait intended 
forthe National Liberal Club, because this 
picture is to be reproduced for photogra- 
vure, 

Before presentation, however, Mr, Forbes 
is quite willing to paint out the said finger 
ahd substitute the little black silk fingor 
glove, should it be shown to him that the 
majority of the members of tho club do- 
sired this to be done, but only on this con- 
dition, 

Mr. Forbes has only followed the oxample 
set him by all the other artists and soulp- 
tors who have already created representa- 
tions of Mr. Gladstone, witness particular- 
by.the colossal statue of the right honor- 
ablo gentleman in the City Liberal Club, 
on which the finger in question is shown in 
all perfection, 

It may not be generally known that Mr. 
Forbes has peigged two portraits of Mr, 
Gladstone, namely, the large one named for 
the club, and an exact copy of it for Can- 
ada, and the picture intended for Canada, 
not being required for reproduction in 
photogravure, shows the little black patch, 
with the elastic band, on the loft band in 
all it realism, in the place of the lost finger 
referred to, 

This replica of the portrait will shortly 
take the place of the original club picture 
now on view while it is in Munich for pho- 
togravure purposes. The length of the 
figure alone in Mr. Forbes’ painting is six 
feet ten inches, and it is not too much to 
state that Mr. Gladstono’s near relatives 
and most personal frionds who have seen 
the picture assert that the proportion 
throughout is marvelously marten while 
the poso and likeness and strength combine 
to make the representation the very 
finest of Mr. Gladstone they have evor 
looked on. 


A Farmer's Strange Death. 

Lonvon, Jan. 6,—The horses of Walter

In the meantime aid from the Zemstvos 
is visionary. The chief reliance is placed 
inthe Red Cross Society. At the first 
meeting of the local branch of the soviety 
it was disclosed that only the sum of £110 
had been subscribed for a district having 
83,000 population verging on starvation. 
Many million roubles have gone into the 
coffers of the central’ committees of the 
society in St. Petersburg and Moscow and 
nobody knows how the monoy has been ox- 
pended,

The Salubrious Climate of Guernsey Af- 
rdsNo Protection 

Loxpon, Jan. 6,—The influenza is preva- 
lent throughout pat Britain and the num- 
bor of cases daily grows Inrgor. A marked 
feature of the present visitation of the dis 
case is tho large mumbor of deaths 
resulting either directly from it 
from the complications attending it. 
In London alone, during tho last 
week, 19 deaths due to these causes haye 
been reported. It is’ believed that the 
dense fog which hung over the city nearly 
the whole of week before last is largely re 
yponaible for tho increase in the number of 
deaths resulting from influenza and lung 
diseases. 

At Aylesbury, capital of the county of 
Bucks, 38 miles from London, nearly all the 
inmates of the workhouse are prostrated 
with influenza.

A cold ple wes brought on, and 
on its belng opened the little fellow stepped 


who retalned him in her service, He did 
not grow much until he was twonty years 
old. Then he shot up to 3 feet and 9 
Inches, 

He served as captain in the royal army 
in the Civil War, and iv 1644 attouded the 
Queen into Franco. Here he fought a 
duel with pistols and killed hfs opponent. 

Aftor tho restoration Jeffroy returned to 
England, but wos almost immediately 
throwa Into prison on eurpleion of con- 
piracy. Undor this closo confinoment ho 
died at the oga of sixty-two.

THE BEHRING SEA. 


Lord Salisbury Sald to be 
Waiting Game. 
New York, Jan. 7.—A Washington des- 
peteh to The Tribune says: When on 

jot, 10 Attornéy-General Miller made the 
annonneenjent before the Supreme Court 
of the United States that a basis for arbi- 
trating the Behring Sea difficulty had been 
reached, he was saying what, of course, was 
at the time strictly true. An agreement 
scomed to have been arrived at as to the 
different questions to be submitted to the 
arbitrators, The only matter open for 
further’ consideration was the manner in 
which the arbitrators were to be selected 
and thoirnumber. This, it was confidently 
believed, would present no serious difficulty. 
On bottrsides of the Atlantic gratification 
was éxpressed at. fhe prospect of a speedy 
termination of the present difficulty, but 
what Attorney-General Miller announced in 
the course of his argument in the Sayward 
case no longer-holds good. The agreement 
he spoke of was not a formal one, it was not 
in the nature of a regularly signed treaty. 
It was simply a series of propositions agreed 
upon by Secretary Blaine and Sic Julian 
Pauncefote, reduced to writing, which had 
received the sanction on the one hand of 
President Harrison and on the other of 
Lord Salisbury. 

All this has now been upset by demands 
on the part of Lord Salisbury for a farther 
modification of the agreement reachedin No- 
vember, Precisely what the nature of these 
demands is it is impossible to ascertain. 
That they are touching minor points, how- 
ever, not heretofore raised by him, seems 

retty certain. To that extent they appear 
Tivo lous and insincere, rather than based 
upon sotind premises, Indeod they suggest 
in an unpleasant manner the policy of delay 
which has characterized Lord Salisbury’s 
conduct throughout these negotiations, and 
that if it was not intended as such must 
undoubtedly result in serious loss, financial- 
y and othrewise, to the United States. 

ut for tho latencss in tho [season at 
which tho modus vivendi was agreed upon, 
it would have been impossible for the 
Canadian poachers to mako the headway 
they didIast year. In this respect Lord 
Salisbury was playing distinctly into the 
hands at the expense, of course, of the 
United States. His present attitude 
seems to have no objectin view. The 
sealing season opens in May next. By that 
time the outlay of the poachers’ will have 
been completed and they will be ready to 
sail if Lord Salisbury, with his frivolots 
manner, ig ablé to delay until then the 
formal signing of a treaty and of its ratifica 
tion by the Senate. Ho will have gone fas 
toward inflicting # teing biow apon what 
was once & prosperous American industry 
and a source of no inconsiderable revenue to 
the Government. There is much complaint, 
and comets well founded, because 
of the limited power conferred by 
Lord Salisbury upon Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote in the negotiations in these matter. 
Lord Salisbury insists uponfJhaving over: 
detail submitted to him. Tis, in itself, 
iva cause of delay. 1t furnishes at any 
rate a pretext for postponement. It has 
done so in the past; it will continue to do 
so inthe future. There is good reason, 
however, for believing that the patience ot 
this Government is exhausted. It would be 

remature, perhaps, to say anything 
A ofinite at the present time, but meanwhile 
nothing will be wanting when required to 
compel a more prompt consideration of the 
questions at issuo on the part of Lord 
Salisbury.

rounds in the famine districts Toula, 
Russia, writes that many houses were found 
packed with families, the members of which 
tried to keop warm by crowding together 

Unclad women and children of three gen- 
crations slept huddled together on the samo 
benches above stoves. Barns and outhouses 
were destroyed for fuel. The interiors of the 
hata were without light and bare of far- 
niture, and permeated by an intolerable 
stench. The people in most of these houses 
havo been three days without food and wait 

ing relief. Tho roofs of many huts had 
been partly used for fuel. In several cases 
unprotected children were discovered in a 
starving condition, having been deserted by 
thoir parents, who had gone to look for 
work. Most of the sufferers hide whatever 
stores th cure. The area of ‘*pauper- 
ized Russia” is ten times that of England 

The tour disclosed the absolute cessation of 
industrial and productive work. ‘The fail- 
ure of the harvost is keenly felt in towns. 
Manufacturing is stopped, ‘The country 
swarms with beggars and the entire popu- 
lation seems to bo on the tramp. The 
peasants affect the most oxtreme self-abaso- 
ment before the gentry, but really feel in- 
tense hatred for this Age and aro ripe for a 
revolt. 

The Russian Monthly European Mes- 
nenger contains such alarming accounts of 
the famine in Russia that it is astonishing 
how the paper succeeds in passing the 
Censorship. The Messenger compares 
tho present famine in Russia with that 
in Ireland in 1846, and contrasts the 
measures adopted by the two governments 
to alloviato the distress of the people. It 
says: ‘Nobody in Russia oyer imagined 
thather economic condition was so wretched. 
Now thatthe true state of affairs is re- 
vealed only madman would plunge tho 
country into war or foreign complications 
for years to come.” 

The Standard’s correspondent at St 
Petersburg says: “The Minister of the In- 
terior is made a scapegoat for the official 
blundering in famine affairs, and will 
probably ia dismissed as a mark of the 
Czar’s anger, The Czar displayed extreme 
anger upon learning of the adulteration of 
food received for the starving peasants,”

Faith Failed to Cure a Bracebridge Child

Bracenniver, Ont., Jan. 8.—About two 
ears ago, Mr, and Mrs, Austin came here 
rom the city to practice Scripture science 
asa profession.

But after 
a considerable time, the business got down 
so small that Mr, Austin left his wife to 
attend to it alone, which she has been do- 
ing over since.

Mrs, Austin did 
not send for a physician. The child got 
worse, A city scientist was sont for, Five 
hours after his arrival the child died, The 
diseaso was diphthoria.

‘The air shaft, the only means of excapo 
for the ombed miners, wos a point 
where relatives of miners voguted. 
Many of tho miners were able 
to make their way out of the 
mine and were welvomol at the 
surface by their friends, 

Ono man with a broken leg climbed all 
the distance of 400 feet through the air 
shaft and fell unconscious as he reached 
the surface, Others who were 
terribly burned Jabored painfully up 
the ladder, strips of flesh falling from 
their hands and arms as they grasped the 
ladder rungs, It is believed thut fully one- 
half of the entombed miners escaped by the 
air shaft. Many of them, however, received 
mortal injuries. 


Wilhing Rescuers. 

The news of the disaster spread quickly 
through the villages surrounding Krebs. 
Every physician at once yoluntecred his 
services and hastened to the scene. 
Hundreds of miners from the Broidwood 
and McAllister fields hurried to 
Krebs to do'what they could in assisting in 
the rescue of entombed men and recovery 
of the bodies of the dead. 

The work of rescue was begun at once 
and has continued all through the dreary 
hours of last night and to-day. 

Tho work was terribly hazardous, but 
hope that some of the unfortunate men 
might be rescued alive spurred the rescu- 
erson to many deeds of bravery and pos-

EGYPT § DEAD KHEDIVE. 


NATIVE DOCTOR GAVE HIM 
OVERDOSE OF MORPHINE 


AN 


Av Official Enquiry Now Heing Made 
Into the Facts and Mea the 
Doctor Has Fled—The Duke of Clar 
ence Seriously Ml—Anarchisty Make 
Things Lively in Spain. 


Berwin, Jan. 11.—In this city the opin- 
ion is expressod that the Khedive lost his 
life through placing too much confidence in 
native doctors. He may have died from an 
overdose of morphine administered to him 
by Dr, Salom Pasha, but it is not thought 
that it was done intentionally. It is sup 
posed that he was alarmod by the symp- 
toms which developed in the ‘Khedive after 
he had given him Decerenions of medicine, 
and that, fearing that his own life would 
pay the penalty for the mistake, ho decided 
to run away: 

It should be added that the cause of the 
Khedivo’s death is looked on here as a mat- 
ternpf sccondary importance in view of 
what the Tories and Unionists style the 
splendid, bold diplomacy of Lord Salisbury 
in taking the bull by eekooutic Egypt, 
placing Prince Abbas upon the throne be- 
fore France recovered irom her surprise at 
the Khedive’s death, and thus getting 
for England an additional and much firmer 
grip upon the land of the Pharaohs, 

Lord Salisbury's prompt action is said to 
have been worthy of Disraeli himself, and 
is alleged to show that the ‘pupil of 
Beaconatield” worthy of the mantle 
which ho is said to have inherited. 

Nobody doubts that the youth of the 
new Khedive will be made to furnish an; 
other pretext for another prolongation of 
the occupation of Egypt by the troops of 
Great Britain. 

Dr. Hesse and Dr, Comanos, the two 
European doctors who attended the 
Khedive during the last hours of his life 
have presented tothe promier their promised 
joint report of the case. They report that 
the patient had been attacked by infectious 
pneumonia after being seized with intluenza 
jeoropligates by nephritis, which caused his 
death. An inquiry into the treatment 
which the Khediye received is to be held. 
Dr. Rogers Pasha, chief of the Egyptian 
sanitary service, will proside, He will be

Lonpon, Jan. 10.—The Cairo corres; ond- 
ent of The Daily Nows says: Much indig- 
nation is expressed here at the native doc- 
tor’s treatment of the Khedive case and 
there is a general belief that the Khedive’s 
life might have been saved if proper medi- 
cal skill had been applied carlier, The 
local press is unanimous in declaring that 
British evacuation of Egypt is an impossi- 
bility now. The new Khedive will havea 
difficult task in fighting against the in- 
trigues whic} must beset him on all sides.

EPANISH ANARCHIST & 


Three Rioters Were Killed ant Twenty 
More or Less Injured. 

Manriv, Jan. 9.—An attack was made 
tf the Anarchists at Xeres just ax the peo- 
ple were leaving the theatres, and was 
directed principally towards that quarter | 
of the city in which the prison is situated. 

The Anarchists were armed with shot. 
puns, old muskets, scythes, bludgeons, 

nives tied to poles, They entered the 
town at various points, shouting ‘Viva la 
Anarquia!” 

One gentleman, who was caught by the | 
Anarchists as he was leaving the theatre | 
infront cf which they were gathered, re- 
sisted the attempt made to rob him, and 
was then and there strangled to death, 
amid hideous applause and laughter from 
the desperate wretches gathered about him. 

Satistied with the destruction they had 
wrought in the centre of the town, the An- 
archists became bolder and, with loud 
shouts of ‘Free the prisoners,” they march- 
ed ina body upon the prison, determined 
to release all the convicts there confined. 
Arriviug in front of the prison, the An- 
archists demanded the officials in charge to 
open the gates. The latter refused and an 
attack upon the prison was commenced. 
Some of the Anarchists opened fire upon 
the prison windows with shot guns and 
stones, while others attacked the gates with 
sledge-hammers and beams used as batter- 

rams. The gates, however, stubbornly 
held their own. 

The troops stationed at the prison made 
4 sortic and repulsed the rioters, while the 
gendarmes were routing a number of scat- 
tered bands which were creating disturb- 
ances in othor parts of the city. After a 
stubborn resistance by the Anarchists three 
of their number were killed aud 20 were 
more or less seriously hurt. An innocent 
spectator was killed during the fight by an 
Anarchist, This rioter, with 30 of his 
companions, was placed under arrest and 
quiet was finally restored. 

The Cabinet Council Saturday discussed 
the Xeres affair and ordered the authorities 
to deal with the rioters with the utmost 
rigor.

He went but a short way {row the 
house, when be concluded to return, and 
reootoring the house ue bad found the 
daughter where she lay when the witness 
saw ber, She told him to gofor a doctor. 
Ho told her he batt no horse and shoe suggest 
ed he could get ono from the McFarlane’s, 
who keep a Lotel at Fairbank, He “suapped 
out” that bo wouldn't, 

Tn cross-oxamination it was shown that ho 
had refused to go thore because Frank Mo 
Furlane kept a uotel. He at ouce started for 
his son-in-law’s, but being overtakéa by Mr, 
McFarlane he got up into the buggy with 
him wud went for the doctor,

Mrs. Mary Lioyd, another neighbor, re- 
tmerabered baving riddeu from Wells’ Hill wo 
Fairbavk last spring with the prisonor whea 
be wid ber be was badly in debt, and thacne 
Lad not lived with bis wife for «year. She 
admitted this lusc miybt have meant that he 
and bis duughter were runuiug tbe shop ut 
Fuirbauk, aud that Mins, Handcock Kept the 
store lu Seaton, 

The Doctor's Evidence, 

‘Tho uext wituess, Dr, Harrington, stood 
iu the box for several hours aud gave some 
very important and learued testimony re- 
garding tho case. Ho was the doctor called 
by the prisover, Ho arrived about noon. 
When ascertaining the character of the in- 
juries he had sent for Dr, Machell and for 
the necessary surgical jostrumenta.  ‘Lo- 
gether they removed the pieces of bone they 
found embedded in the brain. ‘be xirl's 
condition improved in the evening, but she 
died ai 11 that night 

the body was exbumed on Aug. 8, when 
particles of lead wore found on tho edge of 
the Wound fn the skull, and on the suine day 
ou indentation was found iu the door near 
where the murder occurred which also con- 
tained pieces ,of lead. ‘The doctor did not 
place inuch confidence io this He was 
firmly convinced that-tho blow was dealt 
upward from behind with much more 
force than a pistol shot, as the skull was #0 
fractured as \ be almost ready to fall off 
whe calp Was cul away.

Gruesome Discovery at the London Tower. 

Loxpow, Jan, 12,—The ground which the 
Second Battalion Grenadier Guards made 
use of for parade at the tower is understood 
to be the site of an ancient burying place. 
The excavations therefore which are 
being at Present carried on for the 
purpose of improving the drainage 
are being made under the most careful 
supervision, The contractors are forbidden 
to dig up more than three feet broad ata 
time, though in depth they may go to some 
10 feet, so as to disturb as little as poa- 
sible the remains that may be 
beneath the surface, Whilst excava- 
tions were being made at the foot of the 
south wall of St. Peter's Chapel a leaden 
coffin was exposed to view. ‘This on being 
opened was found to contain the body of a 
man in an excellent state of preservation. 
Decomposition had not set in. ‘The fea- 
tures were plainly distinguishable, and 
the head was thickly covered with dark 
brown hair, which was undisheveled, and 
evidently in tho state in which it was ar- 
ranged at tho time of sepulture, he re- 
mains were those of a man of over six feet 
in height and well proportioned.

Lonpon, Jan. 13,—The official list of

Special precautions haye now been taken 
revent reporters from approaching the 
The official statanionut issued by the 
physicians this morning says the inflamma- 
tion of the lungs from which the Duke is 
suffering is pursuing its course. They add 
that his atrength is well maintained but 
that uo improvement can be reported.

In this article the count sa 
the reproaches against the Russiau Gove 
ment and its officials present an exaggera- 
tion and the charges of apathy are in many 
cases unfounded. All, ho says, are doing 
their best to stave off tho impending cal- 
amity. Count Tolstoi then proceeds to 
stato the destitute condition of his own 
district. He admits that much drunken- 
ness prevails, and that in many cases well- 
to-do but thrifty people cat the bread in- 
tended for the famine sufferers, merely 
from motives of economy. Count Tolstoi 
also gives heartrending pictures of wives, 
with their children iNi-diad, starving, cold 
and ill, anxiously waiting for the return of 
their husbands who have gone to seek aid 
for their famishing families. The cause, 
Count Tolstoi says, is assuredly not the 
failure of the crops.

“No force except an explosive force could 
shatter the skuil like that,” 

Continuing the doctor said; “After ex- 
amining tho wound 1 concluded we would 
flod where the bullet bud glanced and struck, 
and mentioned that it must Lave glanced up, 
Woe afterwards found it thus.” 

Another point in which the injury tallied 
with a guusuot wound was that ihe greatest 
tearing of tue scalp bad taken place after 
the bullet had been flattened. He was not 
an expert in oral surgery, but his examina~ 
tion of the ears of the prisonér showed him

The Farmers’ Protection. 

It has been a common practlco on the 
part of the Reform journals and platform 
orators to tell the farmors that they gat no 
protection under the N, P. such statements 
have beon so often repeated that many 
formers actually belleve that the statements 
are trao, On tho other hand, tho farmers 
are to-day recolving as much the advan 
tages of N. P. protection as any other class 
of businoss men, A few days azo the News 
published the figures from tho officlal Trade 
Roturns of 1890 to show that the Canadian 
market—which Is the natural market of 
Canadian farmera—was largely supplied by 
the producta of the States in the matter of 
pork, lard, bacon and hams, and even of 
horned cattle, as well as of flour, corn and 
other coarse gral We then stated that 
the import duties on beef, pork and Jard 
were considerably increased during the 
session of 1890; in the Interests of the 
farmers. Since that statemenb-was pub 
lished the partial trede report for the fiscal 
year of 1891 has been published, and it 
plainly indicates that the farmers have al- 
ready obtained material advantages over 
thelr increased protective daties. 

The following are the figures of the im- 
ports Into Canada for the past two years ; 
1890. 1891, 
Pork, lbs 17,445,726 lbs, 11,685,111 
Bacon and hams 4,344,200 2,664 044 
4,883,831 988,989

Theso figures ludicate a saving to Cai 
of States’ egricultural imports of 12,034,603 
pounds in asingle year, and every pound 
of that Indicates so much additional home 
markets for our own farmers. Of course 
the quantity of foodstuffs wos required, and 
was purchased from our farmers at home 
wa not parchased from the farmors of the 
tates, 
These figares indicate, too, what would 
probably be the difference of Cansdian 
markets between freo trade with the States 
and the present protective duties. Had all 
daties been taken off pork, hams, bacon 
and Jord in 1890 as the Reformers wanted, 
the American imports would surely have 
been millions of pounds groater last year 
inbterd of millions less, and the home 
market would have been destroyed to just 
that extent. Therepeal of the N.P. would 
prove a much moro serious loes to Oana- 
dian farmers than they have often im- 
aglned,— Kingstca News,

Prince George Engaged. 

The gossip concerning the succession 
which was frecly indulged in during the 
illness of tho Duke has been’ greatly 
increased by his death. It is » gener, 
ally agrecd that hasta will now 
bo made iu. bringing about marriage 
of Prince George to remove the possibility 
of the Fife succession, As the succession 
now stands, inevent of the death of Prince 
of Wales and Prince George, the throne of 
England would fall to the wife of the 
Duke of Fife, and after hor death to Lady 
Alexandra Duff, her daughter,-wha is nat 
yet a yeur old. This possibility is not 
viewed with equanimity by the members of 
nobility, who believe ' that all the heirs to 
the throue should be of the full blood royal. 

It is hinted very broadly that a marriage 
betweon Prince George aud Princess Vic- 
toria Mary of Teck will be arranged. 

The weekly paper, Modern Society, how- 
ever, to-day asserts that a marriage 
has already boen arranged between Prince 
George ‘and a daughter of Prince und 
Princess Christian. Princess Christian ix 
the third daughter of the Queen and was 
married to Prince Christian of Schleswig 
Holstein - Souderburgh » Augustenburg on 
July 1866, There are — four 
children of this marriage, two 
sons and two daughters. The eldest 
daughter, Princess Victoria Louise, was 
born May 3, 1870, and the younger Prin- 
cess, Francesca Josepha, was born Aug, 14, 
1872. 


WHERE HE DIED. 


Sandringham House, the Resitence of the 
Prince of Wales, 

Sandvinghain House, where the young 
Prince died, is in Norfolk county, near 
Norwich. Wolferton Statiov, on the Lynn 

branch of the Great Fastern Railway, a 
which visitors to Sandringham leave the 
train, lies rather low. The country between 
Wolferton and the Wash, consisting partly 
of reclaimed land, is» level’ expanse of 
meadow and arable; but beyond the station, 
hills of moderate elevation, which divide 
the village from what yay he termod the 
plateau of Sandringham, run in ascending 
wayes up to. “the Heights,” The coun- 
try scaward is so flat that of a clear 
day there is'n wide view over the sea to- 
ward Lynn on the left, and of the Lincoln- 
shire const, with the spire of Boston Church 
just visible in front. The fqrni and Iabor- 
ers’ dwellings ant @ substantial old-fashion- 
ed house,inhabited by a country gentleman, 
on the Prince's estate, are soen below. The 
station is about seven ailes from Lynn, two 
miles from the house, and not quite sq far 
from the sea. 

Tn 1862 Lord Palmerston rec 
the pstate to the notice of the Prince Con- 
sort, then in search of a suitable residence 
for his son, and as Mr. Spencer Cowper, 
the owner, was willing to sell the purchase 
was effected for the sum of £220,000, on 
$1,000,000, and in 1863 the Prince of Wales 
entered on the ownership of Sandringham. 
Tho estate contains a little over 8000 acres 

one-third. being very good mixed soil, 
one-third grass, marsh and arable and ono- 
third of a kind suitable to gamo coverts 
and best left to pheasants and rabbits—and 
although the Cowpers improved the pro- 
perty the price for which it was sold wax 
certainly tenfold that. for which it could 
have been purchased in tho time of Charles 
Il. But tho desert may Indeed be said to 
have bloomed {nto a garden since the manor- 
house was handed over to the royal tenant, 
In 1869 Sandringham as it appeara to-day 
replaced tha residence which Mr. Spencer 
and Lady Harrict Cowper had rendered 
habitable and comfortable, 

Sandringhain may be considered one of 
the moat successful combinations of tho art 
of “laying out” with the natural condition 
of the land that can bo. well conceived; for 
with infinite care and taste, and at vast ox- 
nenso, every feature of the lanscape has 
coor turned to account, Extensive Planta; 
tions admirably planned have covered the 
land, where it is not adapted for pasture or 
culture, with masses of folinge, and skil- 
fully conducted rivuleta have been adapted 
to feed the lakes which lend such charms to 
the grounds,

THE SUN-DIAL OF AHAZ 


ASERMON FULL OF BRIGHTNESS AND 
GOOD CHEER 


Rov. Dr. Talmage Sots Watches and Clocks 


Going for the New Year in Brightnoss— 


God's Control of the Dial Sh 


Practical Lessons. 


Brooxtyy, N.Y., Jan. 10, 1892,—Dr. 
Tulmage's sermon this morning was full of 
brightness and good cheer. Hix text was 
Il, Kings, 20: 1), ‘‘And Isaiah, tho prophet, 
eried unto the Lord: and He brought the 
shadow ten degrees backward by which it 
had gone down in the dial of Ahar. 

Here is the firat clook or watch or chro 
nometer or time:pioce of which the world 
has any knowledge, But it was a watch 
that dd not tick and a clock that did not 
strike. It wasasun-dial. Ahaz, the king, 
invented it. Between the hours given to 
statecraft and the cares of offic invent 
ed something by which he could tell the 
time of day. This sun-dial may have been 
a great column, and when the shadow of 
that column reached one point it was nine 
o'clock a.m., and when it reached another 
pore it was three o'clook p.m, and all the 
ourg and ‘half-hours were so nieasured, 
Or it may have been a flight of stoira such 
as may now be found in Hindustan and 
other old countries, antl when the shadow 
reached one step it was ten o'clock a.m., or 
another step it was four o'clock p.miy and 
likewise other hours may have been indi- 
cated. 

The clepsydra or water-clock followed 
the sun-dial, and the sand geass followed 
the clepsydra. Then came tho candle 
clock of Alfred the Great and the candle 
was marked into three parts, and while the 
first part waa burning he gave himself to 
religion and while the second part was 
burning he gave himself to politics, and 
while the third part was burning he ‘gave 
himself to rest. After awhile came the 
wheel and weight clock, and Pope Sylvester 
the second was its most important invent- 
or. And theskill of centuries of exquisite 
mechanism toiled at the time-pieces until 
the world had the Vick’s clock of the four- 


and pinion lever” took its place; and tho 
compensation balance and the stem winder 
followed,and now we have tho buzz and 
clang of the great clock and watch factories 
of Switzerland and Germany and England 
and America turning out what seems. tobe 
the perfection of time-picces. Iv took the 
World six thousand years to make the pres- 
ent chronometer. So with the measurement 
of longer spaces than minutes and hours. 
Time was calculated from new moon to new 
moon; then from harvest to harvest. Then 
phases was pronounced to be three hun- 
dred and fifty-four days, and then three 
hundred and sixty days, and, not until a 
long while after,three hundred and sixty-tive 
days. Then events were calculated from the 
foundation of Rome, afterward from the 
Olympic games. ‘Then the Babylonians had 
their moasurement of the year and the Ro- 
mans theirs and the Armenians theirs and 
the Hindoos theirs. Chronology was busy 
for centuries studying monuments, inscrip- 
tions, coins, mummies and astronomy, try- 
ing to lay a plan by which all questions of 
dates might be sottled and events put in 
their right place in the procession of the 
ages, But the chronologists only heaped 
up a mountain of confusion and bewilder- 
ment, until in the sixth century Dionysius 
Exiguus, a Roman abbot, said, “Lot every- 
thing date from the birthat Bethlehem of 
the Lord Jesus Christ, the Saviour of the 
world.” The abbot proposed to have things 
dated backward and forward from that 
greab event. Whats splendid thought for 
the world! Whata mighty thing for Chris- 
tianity!” It would have been most natural 
to date everything from the creation of the 
world, But L am glad the chronologists 
could not too easily guess how old tho 
world was in order to get the nations in the 
habit of dating from that occurrence in its 
documents and histories, Forever fixed isit 
that all history is to be dated with reference 
to the birth of Christ, and, this matter set- 
led, Hales, the chief chronologist, declated 
that the world was-made five thousand four 
hundred and eleven years before Christ, 
and the deluge came three thousand one 
hundred and fifty-five years before Christ, 
4nd all the illustrious events of the last 
nineteen centuries and all the great events 
of all time to come have been or shall be 
dated from the birth of Christ, Theso 
things I say that.you may know whata 
watch is, what a clock is, what an almana: 
is, and learn t@ appreciate, through what 
toils and hardships and perplexities the 
world came to its present conveniences and 
comforts, and to help you to more respect- 
ful consideration of that sun-dial ot Ahaz 
planted in my text. 
We are told that Hezekiah, the king, 
wasidying of @ boil. It must have been 
one nf the worst kind of carbuncles,a boil 
without any central core, and sometimes 
deathful. A fig was put upon it as a poul- 
tice, Hezekiah did not want to die then. 
His son who was to take the kingdom had 
not yet been born, and Hezekiah's death 
would have been the death of the nation 
So he prays for recovery and is told he 
will got well. But he wants some miracu- 
ous sigu to make him sure of it. He has 
the choice of haying the shadow on the 
sundial of Ahbaz advance or retreat. He 
replied it would not-be so wonderful to 
havo the sun go down, for it always does 
go downsooner or later. He asks that it 
go backward, In other words, let the day, 
instead of going on toward sundown, turo 
and go Waward oth tee aT neo the invalid 
king, bolstered up and wrapped inblankets, 
looking out of the window upon tho sun 
dial in the courtyard. While he watches 
the shadow on the dial the shadow begins 
to retreat, Instead of going on toward six 
o'clock in the evening it goes back toward 
six o'clock in the morning. The fig poultice 
had been drawing for nome time, aud, sure 
enough, the boil broke and Hezekiah 
got well Now I expect you will 
come on with your higher criticism and 
try to explain this awayand say it was an 
optical «delusion of Hezekiah, and the 
shadow-énly seomed to go back, or a cloud 
came over and it was uncertain which 
way tho shadow did go, and as Hezekiah 
expected it to go bagk he took ithe action 
of hia own mind for theeretrogtdde move 
ment. No; the shadow went back on all 
the dials of that land and other lands. 
Turn to IL, Chron $1, and find that away 
off in Babylon «thé mighty men of the 
palace noticed the same phenomenon. And 
if you do not like Bibje authority, turn over 
your" eopy of Herodotus ‘and’ find that 
away off in Egypt ‘the people noticed that 
there was somethin the matter-with the 
sun? The fact is, that the whole universe 
waits upon God, and suns atid moons and 
stars are not very big things to Him, and 
Ho can with his finger turn back an entire 
world as. easily ‘ou would set buck 
clock or 
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hour-hacd or minute hand of 
watch

You have to light the gas 
at noon. The sun does not show himself all 
day long. There is nothing but 
How slow we are to realize that the storm 
is from God and the darkness from God aud 
the chill from God. Or, we bay the day 
before the market's retreat ; or We innke an 
investment that never pays; or we purchase 
goods that we can not dispose of; ‘or a crop 
of grain we sowed is ruined by drought ot 
freshet; or when we took account of stock 
on the first of January we found ourselves 
thousands of dollars worse off than we ex 
pected. Who under such circumstacees 
says, *This loss is from God: 1 must have 
been allowed to go into thavunfortunate en 
terprise for some good reason; Cidd controls 
the east wind as well as the west wind?” 

My friends, 1 cannot look for one mo 
ment on that retrograde shadow on Ahas's 
dial without learning that God controls tho 
shadows and that lesson wo neod ali to 
learn, That He controls the sunshine is 
not a0 hecéssary a lesson, for anybody can 
be happy when things go right, When 
you sleep eight hours « night’ and ris« with 
an appetite that cannot easily wait for 
breakfast and you go over to the store and 
open your mail to read more orders than 
you can fill, and in the next letter yon find 
a dividend far larger than you have been 
promised, and your neighbor comes in to 
tell you some Hattering thing he has just 
heard said abont you, and you find that all 
the styles of goods in which you deal have 
advanced fifteen per cent, in valué, and on 
your way home you mect vour children in 
{ull romp, and there are roses on the cou- 
ter of the tea-table and roses of health in 
chocks all round the table, what more do 
you want of consolation? I don't pity you 
a bit. You feel as if you ‘could 
boss the world. But for those in just 
opposite circumstance my text comes in 
with an omnipotence of meaning. The 
shadow ! Oh, the shadow’! Shadow of 
bereavement! Shadow of sickness! Shadow 
of bankruptcy ! Shadow of mental“ de- 
pression ! Shadow of persecution |! Shadow 
of death !sSpeak out, O, sun-dial of Ahaz, 
and tell all the people that God manhges 
the shadow ! As Hezekinh sat in his palace 
window wrapped in inyalidism and pur- 
rounded by unodynes and cataplasins and 
looked out, upon the black hand of the 
only clock known at that time and saw it 
move back ten degrees, he learned a les 
son that a majority of the human race 
need this hour to learn,—that the best 
friend a man ever had controls the shadow. 
Nhe net-backs are sometimes the best 
things that can happen. Tho great 
German author Schiller could not work 
unless he had iu his room the scent 
of rotton apples, aud the decay of the 
fruits of earthly Hepspenity, may become 
an inspiration instead of a depression, 
Robert Chambers’ lame feet shut him up 
from other work, and he becawe the world 
renowned | ppblisher, and helpod fashion 
the best literature of the ages. ‘he pain- 
ful disorder like that of Ezekiah called a 
carbuncle is spelled exactly the same as the 
precious stone called the carbnucle, and the 
pang of suffering anay becomo the jewel of 
immortal yaluc. Your set-back like that 
of Abaza’s sun-diul. may be recovery and 
triumph. I never bad a set-back but it 
turned out to be a set forward. You never 
would have become Christian if you had 
not had aset-back. The highest thrones in 
heaven are for the set-backs. In 1861 the 
shadow of the sundial of this nation was 
setiback, and all things seemed going to 
ruin, and it was set back further in 1862, 
and further in 1863 and atill further in 
1865, but there is not an intelligent and 
well-balanced man, North or South, Kast or 
West, but feels it was sot back towards the 
sun-riso, 

But I promised to show you how the 
shadows might be turned back. First, by 
going much among the young people, In 
most family. circles thore are grand-children, 
By this divine arravgemént most of the 
people who haye passed the meridian of life 
can compass themselves by juvenility, It 
is a bad thing for an old man or old woman 
to sit looking at the vivacity of their grand 
children shouting “Stop that racket!” 
Better join the fun. Let the eighty-years- 
old grandfather join the cight-ycars-young 
grandson or. granddaughter. My father 
and mother lived to see over eighty children 
and grandchildren and greatgrandchildren 
and a more boisterous crew were never 
turned ovt on this sublunary sphere, and 
they all seomed to cry to the old folks, 
“Keep young,” and they did keep 
young. Don't walk with # cano unless 
you haye to, or only as defence in a city af- 
Hlioted with too many cani: Don't wear 
glasses stronger than necessary, putting on 
number tens when eighteens will do as well. 
Don't go into the company of thoso who are 
always talking about rheumatism and lum- 
bago and shortness of breath and the brey- 
ity of human life, Itis too muoh for my 
gravity to hoar an octogenarian talking 
about the shortness of human life. From 

T can find out he has always beon here, 
and from prosont prospects he is always go- 
ing to stay. Remain young. Hang up 
your stockings in Christmas time, Help 
the boys fly the kite, Teach tho girls how 
to dress their dolls, Better than arnica for 
your stiff joints and catnip tea for your 
alooplevs nights, will bea largo dose of 
youthfal companionship.

The Funeral. 


Prince George, who is still weak from 
his attack of typhoid fever, is also the cause 
of anxiety. The doctors have advised the 
Prince of Wales, as soon as possible, to re- 
moye his family from the scene of affliction. 

Princess May's future is undoubtedly the 

subject of deep national concern. 
So profound and universal is the 
sympathy over her loss that it would 
be no surprise if Parliament ac- 
corded her some provision as a maiden 
widow. Ifthe report be truo that Prince 
George is uttached to a daughter of Prince 
Christian his known strong will makes 
the project of an_ alliance with 
Princess May improbable. In the 
family circle Prince George has long been 
recognized as the superior of his brother 
in intellect, force of character and open 
eniality of disposition. From boyhood 
he has always held his own against 
his brother's pretensions as — the 
elder, The concurrent opinion of 
those around the throne points to the 
future popularity of Prince George, if he 
lives to become the King. 

Tho Queen has not yet decided upon the 
date of the funeral, but it will probably be 
Thursday next, Cabinet communications 
with the Prince of Wales and the Queen on 
the plan of interment have elicited an ex- 
prossion of fecling from the Prince of Wales 
against any ceremonial pomp. ‘The day of 
the funeral will be observedasa day of 
general mcurning throughout the country. 

The Record of His Iiness 


Nothing was publicly known of the Duke's 
illness until Monday, though he was really 
laced under the doctor’s care previous to 
Irhureday. Wednesday of last weck hie joined 
a party which shot over Sandringham covers 
as far as Wolferton station. The Duke re- 
mained with tho party all day, but at 
luncheon he complained of being cold. At 
the closo of the shooting he walked up the 
hill to Sandringham instead of driving with 
the remainderof the party. Inthe eveninghe 
dined with the company, but retired earlier 
than usual. 

The following duy an attempt was made 
to dissuade him from joining the shooting 
party, buthe felt that he was equal to the 
exercise. After luncheon, however, he 
was compelled to return home, being ac- 
companied in his walk thither by the 
Princess May and the Duke and Duchess 
of Teck, Notwithstanding the fact that 
the Duke was really ill he appeared at din- 
ner that evening, but again retired early to 
reat, 

On Friday it could no longer be disguised 
that his illness had assumed a serious char- 
acter. He expressed a desire to attend the 
birthday festivities in his honor, but was 
unable to do so, 

On Saturday his symptoms became so 
alarming that Dr. Laking was telegraphed 
for. On Sunday the services of Dr. Broad- 
bent were called in, and the first bulletin as 
to his illness was made public. Even then 
people did not take it seriously. 

Until Wednesday night the official bul- 
letins issued by the doctors gave no great 
reason for anxiety. Morning papers con- 
tain rosolutions passed by Aocal bodies in 
the proxinelal towns\to participate” in| tho 
public celebration ofthe Duke's wedding.

stands extras were on the streets containing 
the announcement of the Duke’sdeath, 

The Lancet publishes the following .tech- 
nical account of the Duke’a illness, which is 
derived from an official source: 

‘He was attacked by influenza on Thurs 
day, Jan. 7, but he first felt really ill on 
Friday, Jan. 8, when he was unable’ to at 
tend the birthday dinner given in his bonor 
On Saturday, Jan, 9, a patch of pneumonic 
consolidation was discovered at the base of 
his left Tog There had been no distinct 
rigor, but His Royal Highness appears to 
haye had some shivering on Thursday, the 
7th. 

“On Sunday morning, Jan. 10, 
examination of the chest showed a 
comsiderable extension of the inflam 
mation, which then involved a g 
partof the left lung, also a small por- 
tion of the right. His teniperature was 103, 
his pulse about 90 and of good char- 
acter, his respiration 30 ond his intellect 
perfectly clear, The night of the th he 
was voryrostleas.

Ho threatened 
to bring sult against the Mexican Govern- 
ment, and to indemnify him, notwith- 
standing that he had had no previous mili- 
tary oxpérience, ho wasmade ao captain in 
the regular army and placed in charge of 
the garrison at Camargo, which he now 
commands.

They founda raft which 
the revolutfonists had used in crossing the 
river, and the man who built it, but nothin, 
else, Captain McKay and Troop C returne: 
to-day from a two-weeks’ scout without 
success, The troops will rest for several 
days and then go out on another scout un- 
der Lieut.

Captain J, O, MoKay says that he 
belioves the Garza movement, so far 
as the Toxas part is concerned, has 
collapsed, but he thinks that if 
there is anything to be done in Mexico 
Garza will mass the forces now in Texas at 
Los Angeles, Tex., and avait a favorable 
opportunity to cross the river. 


Fort Reno, Okla,, Jan. 16,—The infan- 
try companies now stationed at Fort Reno, 
Okla, ha m ordered to Texas for ser- 
vice. It is presumed they are to take part 
in the troubles on the Rio Grande. 


Denminc, N.M., Jan. 16.—An American 
named Martinez reached here from Ascen- 
cion, Mex., oe and reports the revolu- 
tionil ongly fortified in a large stone 
grist in the outskirts of the town. They 
number 200 well-armed men, and are abun- 
dantly supplied with food. The residents 
are in sympathy with them, and no attempt 
has been made to dislodge the revolution 
ists from their position, nor will there be 
until the troops come. 

Gais, the insurgent leader, is reported an 
issuing orders to refrain from all violence 
until a decisive battle is fought. The town 
is practically deserted. No business is 
being transacted and all the buildings, iny 
cluding private residences, haye been barri+ 
caded.

Lonpon, Jan. 18.—The general gloom 
caused by the death of the Duke of Clarence 
and Avondale will havea bad effect upon 
the London amusement world. The spon- 
tancity displayed in the closing of the 
theatres testifies to the estimation in which 
the Prince of Wales is held by the mana- 

ers. Not alone were tho theatres closed, 
but the larger music halls and places of 
amusement of all kinds also shut their 
doors as a mark of respect. 

Loxpon, Jan. 17.—West end tradesmen 
are in despair over the losses of prospective 
profits, wnich they haye sustained on ac- 
count of the death of the Duke of Clarence. 
The six weeks period of official mourning, 
though shorter than might reasonably have 
been expected, is yot long enough to spoil 
myriads of plans tha’ had been made for 
winter entertainments and festivities of 
various kinds. What makes the state of 
affairs particularly harassing to those who 
derive their main income from catering to 
the luxurious demands of society is the fact 
that the two preceding soasons have also 
been exceptionally dull and gloomy, so that 
this will be the third consecutive bad season 
for the trade. Many failures must ineviit 
ably result. 

The Gray, Bowed Figure in Black 

The Prince, who is gone profited all his 
life long by the goodwill which descended 
upon him from his father’s mother, os if he 
were heir not only to the throne but to the 
virtues and high capacity for rule which 
for more than 50 years have made this 
reign illustrious. He profits by them in 
death as ho did in life. All thoughts turn 
to that gray, bowed figure in black at Os- 
borne, who sends to Sandringham and pub- 
lishes to the world her touching tribute to 
the boy whose death breaks the hne of 
deacent from herself and disturbs the order 
of succession in the oldest of reigning 
European dynasties—oldest, at least, in 
blood if not in titl. When the 
Queen says she was devotedly at- 
tached to her beloved grandson every 
one knows that itis not a form of words, 
but the expression of atruerfeeling. Who- 
over has lived near the court will tell, you 
how true it is also that Prince Eddie always 
showed the greatest affection to the Queen. 
He was a good graudson to his good grand- 
mother. Inthe heated and artificial at- 
mosphere in which theso exalted porsonages 
live and move there is still a real freshness 
of affection, which is, to all those who 
share init, as the breath of life. It is 
kuown to be strong and pure in all the 
three genorations—indeed, there are now 
four—which together inake up the Royal 
Family of England. The almost lifelong 
sorrow of the widowed Queen has been 
voftened, if not cheered, by those nearest 
to her.

Important Anvouncement tn the French 
Chamber of Deputies Kespecting the

Loxpox, Jan. 19.—Tho

tary procession through London to escort 
the remains of the Duke of Clarence and 
Avondale from the Great Eastern to the

The Prince of 
Wales, with the example of the results of 
exposure during the presence of inclement 
weathor before, as evidenced by the death 
of his son, has shown the greatest solicitude 
that the members of court should not be 
exposod to the unnecessary task which a 
procession through London would entail 
and would be cortain to seriously affect the 
health of the aged. The Duke of Cam- 
bridge was upon the point of leaving Cannes 
to return to London to attend the funeral 
of the Duke of Clarence and Avondale 
when he received a telegram from the 
Prince of Wales requesting him not to 
leave as tho Prince did not wish him to 
run the risk that would be entailed by the 
change of climate, It is deemed that the 
hoalth of Prince George of Wales is not 
sufficiently robust to allow of his exposing 
himself in any way and the Prince of Wales 
has decided that he will not be allowed to 
attend his brother's funeral.

The people nearest the bridge 
tried to retreat, but were met by a denso 
crowd atill surging onward. The result 
was a terrific struggle in which many per- 
sons were crushed to death and a large 
number injured, “In “addition, a Jorge 
number were drowned in the river.

could not survive beyond the week; Chis was 
in June, 1890. The case atonce attracted 
attention, and daily and weekly bulletins 
were issued for fully six months. Then the 
interest died out, only to be aroused again 
after this lapso of time, 

The history of the case, so far as it can 
be ascertained and verified, jx as follows: 
Mrs. Wuchter had not had good health for 
10 years. About that time she suffered 
from a cold which left hor with a bad 
eougty Gradually her voice began to fail, 
until the vocal cords refused to perform 
their function and she could make only the 
breathing and aspirate sounds. Her words 
became almost unintelligible to a stranger, 
The wasting process continued, and a little 
mnore than two years ago Dr, Charles 
Seiger of Siegfried’s Bridge ‘mado a 
thorough” exatninution and diagnosis, He 
came to the conclusion that his patient was 
suflering from cancer of the pharynx, 

Shortly after this swallowing became 
difficult for Mra. Wuchter and, according 
to Dr. Seiger’s records, on Good Friday, 
April 4, 1890, she was unable not only to 
masticate and swallow food but also 
to drink water. It was never 
a voluntary act upon Mrs. Wuch- 
ter’s part. When food or drink 
was offered to her she essayed to partake of 
it, but was unable to do so. Her efforts to 
obtain nourishment brought on convulsions 
of an epileptic nature.’ These were repeat- 
od at frequent intervals, sometimes as many 
as 40 occurring in one day. 


Fed by Absorption 


A paralytic stroke followed in August, 
1890, which affected her left side. hen 
the lost the entire sight of her right eye, 
and could only distinguish between day and 
night with the other eye. Both’ those re- 
sulted fromthe convulsions Fora while 
she obtained nourishment entirely by ab- 
sorption. She was bathed frequently and 
her hand was kept immersed in water, 

Dr, Seiger said, in talking of the case to- 
day, that he was absolutely powerless to do 
anything for the woman. He freely admits 
that he is at loss to account for the fact 
of her living under the éxisting conditions. 
Tho Doctor still maintains that his diagnosis 
of cancer of the pharynx is correct, although 
several visiting physicians believe” the 
woman to the suffering from consumption. 
Dr. Seiger explains that the cancerous 

rowth is not progressive, but remains as it 
ida year ago. He says the woman's 
msophagus is closed oven against an instru: 
ment, The doctor, being unable to find 
any parallel of the case in the medical 
books, thinks that it should be made the 
object of stidy by medical men, 
To All Appearances Dead 

Mrs. Wucher, to all appearances, is in- 
animate. She presents a pitiful appearance.

They 
ran after him, firing again and again, but 
with no success, until at last the mooso 
turned upon them, and as they had follow- 
ed closely, they had but little time to got 
out of his way. 

The moose rushed at the Indians, and one 
of them, as he turned to get away, tripped 
on a root and fell at the feed of the onraged 
brute. He atonco trampled and out the 
man with his hoofs in a most terrible 
manner, and did not leave him until life 
was extinct. Meanwhile tho other Indian 
was doing all in his power to saye his com: 

anion and was stabbing tho moose with his 
nife, having discarded the gun as being 
useless for fear it might hurt the man who 
was down, 

When the moose had satisfied its rage 
upon the man that was down it turned upon 
the other and threw him to the earth, where 
it atta¢ked himas savagely os it had’ hia 
companion, and soon the second Indian was 
dead also. They were missed by their 
companions apd om party camo up just as 
the man was dead and the animal fell to the 
carth exhausted from the many wounds 
which had been made by the knife of the 
last victim. he moose was onc of the 
largest ever seen in this part of tho country 
and stood fully 10 feet high to the top of ita 
antlers.

GRIP'S RAVAGES. 


The Extent of the Epidemic in England 
Statistios of Mortality 

Lonpon, Jan. 21.—The returns of the 
Registrar-General tell a story of the ravages 
of grip more eloquent than any amount of 
sensational newspaper description of thé 
epidemic. The statistics cover 33 of the 
principal towns of the Kingdom, containing 
a population of 10,185,736. hey show 
that the mortality for the week just passed 
was 33 per 1000, compared with 28.7 per 
1000 during the previous week, The increase 
in some townsseems incredible In Brighton 
the death rate increased from to 61.5; 
in Liverpool, from 36.3 to 42; in London, 
from 328 to 40; in Norwich, from 31 to 
40.1; in Portsmouth, from 36 to 57; and in 
Wolverhampton, from 35 to 48.1. There 
were 186 fewer births and 1193 more deaths 
in London than the average. The number 
of deaths in London duo primarily to in- 
fluenza rose from 95 to 271, besides 63 due 
secondarily to that causc, The deaths in 
the metropolis from primary diseases of the 
respiratory organs rose to 1248. There were 
only 1.3 hours of bright sunshine registered 
in London during the week.

A Review of His Remarkable Article ts 


Jauvary Harper's.

REMARKABLE COINCIDENCKS, OR TELEPATHY ? 

The crossing of Jetters is'an old,old story, 
Mr. Clemens has scon.so much of it. that, 
when ho wishes to havea certain person 
write to him, he simply sits down, indites 
& letter to that person, tears np the nis- 
sive, and waits for the cross-letter which 
it bas induced.

The shops which remained 
open displayed black shutters and mourn- 
ing emblems. All the policemen wore 
mourning and the bus drivers had crape on 
their whips. 
The Weather Cold and Disinal, 


At Windsor the weather was cold and 
dismal, It snowed during the night and 
the streets were covered with slush. The 
shops in the town wore closed and the 
shop fronts along tho route fol- 
lowed by the funeral procession 
wero draped with black. The route from 
Windsor Station to the Castle was lined 
with guards. 

Behind the soldiers there was an im- 
mense crowd of people, who patiently 
waited the coming of the body and the 
royal mourners. Most all of the people 
apes the crowd wore mourning to 
mark their sympathy with the Royal 
Family. 


The Requiem of the Bells. 


At noon the bells began tolling their re- 
quiem for the dead, and their solemn tones 
could be heard through the cold air for long 
distances up and down the river and in the 
surrounding country. 

The railway station presented a beaut: 
ful appearance, willing hands having decor- 
ated it with a large number of floral wreaths 
and palms. The trappings of woo were 
conspicuous by their absence, not a singlo 
decoration of black being sce: 

In St. George's Chapel, which is located 
in the lower ward in the western part o 
the castle, no alteration had been made ex 
cept the addition of a few dark grey de- 
corations that were chosen by the Princess 
of Wales. 

The railway carriage in which the body 
was conveyed from Wolverton to Windsor 
was lined with purple velvet. In it was 
suspended a large wreath bearing the let- 
ters A.C.” in silver. 


Not Transhipped at London, 


In accordance with the wish that no pub- 
lic or military procession be held in London 
the railway ‘officials made arrangements to 
convey the body to Windsor without tran- 
shipping itat London. This was done by 
means of a branch line connecting the Great 
Eastern “and Southwestern Railways 
in the outskirts of the city, and con- 
sequently the people of London 
were afforded no opportunity, as 
they at first expected to have been, of 
showing their respect for the Royal Family 
and their sympathy in their bereavement 
by marching in procession behind the body 
of the Duke. 

At Windsor Station, 

The Duke of Edinburgh, the Duke of 
Connaught, Prince Christian, the Duke of 
Teck with two of his sons and many foreign 
representatives assombled ab. Windsor 
Station and were in waiting when the 
Royal train arrived. 

At 3.30 the train bearing tho remains 
cameinto the station. On it were the 
Prince and Princess of Wales, 

Another train which followed immediate- 
ly after the funeral train conveyed the mem 
bers of the Prince of Wales’ “tioubd)iold at 
Sandringham. 

The Prince of Wales wore the uuiform of 
colonel of the 10th Hidsars and Prince 
Georgo was attired in his naval unifovin. 

The Lord Chamberlain received the mom 
hers of the Royal Family as they alighted 
from the carriage and they stood talking 
together until the coffin wak removed’ from 
the funeral car

men from the 10th Hussars, It was 
wrapped in atilkén Union Jack and. on it

At St, George’s Chapel} 

It was nearly 4 o'clovk, an hour after the 
time appointed for the services to begin, 
when the reached St. George's 
Chapel 

The clergy and the choir were apprised of 
the coming of the procession, and thay 
slowly marched down the aisle to the door 
of the chapel aud ranged themselves on 
vither side to receive the body of the Duke. 

As the Earl of Latham, the Lord Cham 
berlain, swung back the crimson curtains 
at the/door, the harsh command to the 
soldiers to halt and the music of the band 
of the Life Guards could be heard. As the 
heavily draped gun carriage arrived op 
posite the door of the chapel the music 
ceased and perfect wilence reigned. ‘Then 
there was a sharp command and the coffin- 
bearers the Hussars stepped from 
the ranks and quickly lifted their 
burden to their shoul: “ With bared and 
bowed heads they mounted the steps and 
passed within the sacred precincts of the 
chapel. 

As the coffin was catried into the chapel 
the clorgymen, headed by the Very Rev. 
Philip Frank Eliot, domestic chaplain to 
the Queen, Dean of Windsor and Registrar 
of the Order of the Garter, and the Right 
Rey. Randall Thomas Davidson, D,D., 
Bishop of Rochester, and the choristers 
preceded it down the main aisle, singing:

Then came a small detachment from the 
Hussars, and behind them was the coffin 
flauked by 10 officers of the Duke's regi- 
ment, the 10th Hussars. 

Behind them came the Prince of Wales, 
Prince George of Wales and the Duke of 
Fife, who were in turn followed by the 
Royal personages who had walked behind 
the coftin from the station. 

The coffin was placed by its bearers upon 
a bier before the altar, and the coronct and 
other insignia were placed upon it. At the 
same moment the window in the Queen's 
gallery, situated directly above the altar 
on the right, opened, and the Princess of 
Wales and her Bascbtares Princess Louise, 
Princess Victoria and Princess Maud and 
Princess Victoria May of ‘Teck took seats 
in the gallery. 

As the body was placed on the bier the 
Prince of Wales as chief mourner stood at 
the head of the coffin, Prince George of 
Wales stood on one side of it and the Duke 
of Fife on the other. Standing in a group 
near them were the other royal personages. 

The Hymns Selected By the Queen, 


The services were conducted by the Dean 
of Windsor, assisted by the Bishop of 
Rochester. A psalm was chanted by the 
choir and the dean then read the lesson. 

The choir sang hymns which had been se- 
lected by the Queen. 

After the reading of tho lessons the 
Bishop of Rochester read the sentences be- 
ginning: 

For as much as it hath pleased— 

The Duke's tator, Canon Dalton, stepped 
forward and cast a handful of earth upon 
the coffin. After this the choir sang: 

I beard a voice from Heaven. 


The Bishop ot Rochester read “the con- 
cluding prayer and the religious ceremony 
was closed by the pinging of Sullivan’e 
anthem:

At the beginning ‘of the service, which 
lasted for pearly an hour, a chair was 
brought for the Prince of Wales, who sat 
down.

As the Bishop of Rochester pronounced 
the benediction the Prince’ Knelt with his 
head buried in his hands. When the Bishop 
had finished the Prince remained kueeling 
for a short time, and a most impressive 
silence filled the chapel until he arose, 

Then in consonance with the ancient 
custom Sir Albert Woods, C. 6 
K. UO. M. G., FL S. A., Garter King of 
arms (#ie Duke wasa Knight of the fost 
Noble Order of the Garter) in the full in- 
signia and habit of his rank stepped for- 
ward and proclaimed the full list af titles of 
the Prince. 

The Prince of Wales, followed by the.

FUNERAL AFTERMATH. 


Weariness of the Pri ef Wales—The 
Queen at Osborne, 

Loxpon, Jan. 22.—After the funeral the 
Prince of Walos, in parting with the three 
Ministers, admitted that he was intenacly 
oppressed and weary. He had a hard day. 
Guests who had the last glimpse of him be 
fore he retired concur in saying that he ap- 
peared to be worn and ill and that the 
overatrain was tolling upon him. He had 
been on his feet from carly in the morning 
personally overseing details of the pre- 
parations at Sandringham. 4 

Memorial services were held in every im- 

ortant city in England and the colonies. 
Te Bristol there was auch acrush of people 
in the cathedral that many fainted and had 
to be removed, while outside many women 
had thoir dresses nearly torn off and dozens 
of persons were injured in trying to. secure 
admission. At the Portsmouth and other 
royal dockyards, in the garrisons at Gibral- 
tar and in Salta, wherever the British flag 
floats, signs of mourning were displayed, 
special services. were held, foreman offi- 
cers and troops paraded and minute guns 
Sere fired. The corporations of all cities 
attended the church services in their robes 
of office. 

The Czar and Cyarina sent to Windsor a 
splendid floral offering. It is a magnificent 
wreath, 15 feet in diameter, composed of 
lilies, lilacs, rare orchida and other choice 
flowers. It is inscribed, ‘To our beloved 
nephew.” 

Acushion of Angar violets, a piece 50 
inches long, sot off with long tassels nade 
of rare white orchids, is the offering re- 
ceived from the King and Queen of 
Portugal. 

‘A wreath, 22 feet in diameter, composed 
of choice white flowers, with waving masses 
of pale pink and green orchids, was sent 
from the British Legation in Berlin. All 
the floral offerings were adorned with de- 
vises of crowns and similar figures 
ally formed in lilies. Similar t 
sympathy came from most of the I ppeon 
courts and embassies and from most of the 
aristocratic families of England. 


TELEGRAPHIC CONTRACTS. 


A Capadian Court Declares Them to be 
Contrary to Public Policy. 

Montrea, Jan, 22.—The Court of “Ap- 
peals has given its opinion declaring illegal 
the contract which the Northwestern Tele- 
graph rey prints on the blanks which 
it furnishes. Lionel Laurence received a 
despatch from an employe which, by an 
error in transmission, made him take an un- 
necessary trip from New York to Montreal. 
Ho sued the telegraph company for $200 
damages. 

The court awarded $30. The company 
appealed and set up the plea that. tha de- 
spatchos were sent under a contract (which 
declared that it would not be liable for 
damages resulting from errors unless the 
despatch was repeated, and then only to 
the amount of fifty times the price paid for 
the message. = 

Sach a contract the court declared to be 
contrary to public policy, and any contract 
by which a party sought to fix the punish+ 
ment for his faults was illegal. The judg- 
ment was confirmed.

He gets more }:quor and Is 
served tho syme.adat the firat class, ard 
staggers on to tho third, whero he spends 
hia twat ten con's, tho landlord asying, ‘1 
may a4 woll have hismovey, four tf 1 don’t 
take {b and give him liquors the next house 
will.” So he takes /t sll and throws the 
tan outdoors, or allows him to sleep on 
the bar-room floor. 

1t may be that thab man has a wife and 
children suffering ab home for the want of 
food, yet what cares the drunkard for that, 
much Jess the landlord who has taken the 
Jast sixpence? How then can we call such 
men Conservatives or Reformers? Rather 
has not the name changed from political 
ond selt to that of deformers! and justly 
so, for they cre dealing oud that to their 
custo ners which brings misery, want, de- 
struc!ion and death in its train, Surely if 
such mon would but reflect, they must ace 
that they sre only Oonservatives and Re 
formers for two cortaln purposes, and it 
might be well to have itso put on their 
signs.

Lonpon, Jao. 2%.—During the Prince of 
Wales’ short stay in town Saturday bo saw 
several intimate frionds. Alluding to the 
suggestion that the money subscribed for 
wedding presents for Princess Mary be made 
ho said 

possibly bo enter 


the nuclous of a national pension, 
this proposition could not 
tained. Being thus, disapproves, . nothing 
more will be heard of the proposition, The 
entourage of the Prince now favors the idea 
of submitting to Princess Mary what may be 
done with the money in the way of creation 
ofacbarity or memorial to the Duke of 
Clarence. 
Tho Kaisor's Callonsuess, 

The conduct of the German Kaiser in re- 
spect to the Duke of Clarence is resented in 
court circles here. Tbe Emperor went on a 
shooting excursion of Bushsburg on thy even- 
ing of the Duke's death, although ho 
had been xppraised that bis condition was 
desperate. Even after receiving the telogram 
announce the Duke's death ho continued 
his sports, and had another day's shooting, 
returning to Berlin Friday evening. And 
instead of immediately hastening ib express 
his condolence the Emperor did not call on 
the British Ambassador until Sunday aftor- 

Finally, the nearness of the relation- 

p justified the court bere in expecting that 
the Emperor would order mourning for 
threo weeks instead of for only 10 days, Tho 
ex-Empress is believed to bavoe written 
to personage in tho English Court 
that she had been pained by her 
son's Want of consideration and that she 
bad also cause to complain as the Emperor 
did not call upon her as custom and duty 
dictated until the third day after the Duke 
of Clarence’s death, The best in! - 
tion put upon the behaviour of the 
is that be bad a fit of eccentric humor such 
as now frequently occurs and that ho allow- 
ed bis latent ill-will towards the Princo of 
Wales to display itsolf. 

Prince George to Remain in the Navy, 

Prince George of Wales, instead of leaving 
the navy as it was reported he would do, is 
likely to be promoted to the command of 
the Queen's yacht “Victoria and Albert” 
an‘ after a short interval ho will become a 
rear admiral, 

A very remarkable feature in connection 
with the death of the Duke of Clarence and 
Avondale is the demonstrations that are 
still made. The Albert memorial chy pel was 
open to the public to-day and hundreds of 
people went from London to Windsor for 
the purpose of looking at the coffin contain- 
ing the remains of the Duke, Not alono 
from London but from mapy parts of the 
country, people flocked tw Windsor, and 
every train which stopped at the station 
added its quota to the crowd, Tho streets 
were carly filled with a throng of men and 
women and children moving in tho direction 
of the Castle. All morning there was a 
steady stream of bumanity pouring through 
the chapel, eager to Took upon the coffin. 
They were kept moving along steadily 

The fear that the Duchess of Fife may 
through a concentration of events succeed to 
the throuo continues to excite the English 
poop! piper Henny those of the nobility and 
upper classes. A woll-informod correspoodent 
says Prince George of Wales, who, through 
his brother's death becomes heir presump- 
tive to the throne, will almost immediately 
be made Duke of Sussex, and that his on- 
gegoment to some princess will be 
aunounoced before the ond of the seasov. It 
is carnestly hoped that the greatest precau- 
tion will be taken with regard to the bealth 
of Prince George, for it is said ho is not 
gifted with a much stronger constitution 
than that possessed by his brother, 

It was generally understood that when 
Princess Louise of Walos married the Ear! of 
Fife, whom the Queen afterward 
created ao Duke, she renounced her 
rights of succession, but it is now known 
that she did not. 

In the event of the Duchess of Fifo bocom- 
ing Queen the Duke of Fife would of course 
bo made Prince Consort and the idea of his 
holding that most exalted position is not at 
all acceptable to the nation such a succession 
might have unfortunate results, 

‘The death of the Duko has a very great 
effect upon many branches of trade. The 

rospects of “the season” will not be seriously 
uterfered with. The Queen having reoon- 
sidered her determination uot to hold the 
usual “drawing rooms” jn May, those func- 
tions will take place as usual. The Quecn 
has horetofore been assisted at the ‘drawing 
rooms” by the Princess. of Wales, whose 
place will now be taken by the Duchess of 
Albany, widow of Prince Leopold, fourth 
son of the Queen, who died in 1884. 

Although the mombors of the Royal Family 
will take no part whatever iu private enter- 
tainments, tho various dances, teas, etc., of 
society will continue much as usual. 


Co-Operative Farming in Russia, 
Sr, PererspurG, Jan. 25,—The Govern- 
ment, with the view of averting a ropetition 


co-operative farming. Plots of 
ground will be allotted for this purpose to 
communes in the provinces of Suratof and 
Samara, and if the enterprise proves success 
{ul other plots will be allotted in other proy- 
inces. The plots intended will be culti- 
vated by all tbe innabitants, while

All the works of art in the wing occupied 
by the Prince of Croy Dulmen and his tam- 
ily were lost,

Gount Egmont, Prince of Gayre, whose 
room in the Palace has been kept intact for 
fo many years, was beheaded in the market 
piace in Brussels, June 4, 1568. It is 
ated that as he received the fatal stroke, 
Johanna Lavil, who had been his mistress, 
fell down dead and the people 
oxysin of sympathy dipped handkerchiefs in 
the blood that had been shed in the martyr- 
dom to freedom. 

Couut Egmont was executed by order of 
the Duke of Alba, governor of the Nether 
lands primarily for the part he took in sup- 
porting the Prince of Orange and the 
“Beggar's League.”

I know of an ‘eminent surgeon 
who fumigates his house with vapor of car- 
bolic acid, given off from an apparatus in 
tho hall. Iknow of another equally omi- 
nent who scoffs at procautions. I know of 
a third who says that half the deaths that 
have occurred would have been prevented 
had the’ doctors given the disease some 
name Jess trivial and more formidable than 
influenza. There is, perhaps, one other 
point on which the whole faculty ugree: 
that eyery one should go to bed and send 
fora doctor. Yet never was the medical 
profession so overworked, and nurses are 
at a premium.

‘The event was of.so serious a, character 


that if the injuries sustained by our mon 
had been Wholly the result of an accident 
in a Chilian port, that indident .was grave 
enough to have called for some public éx 
ression of sympathy and regret from tho 
local authoritios. ' It is mot enough to say 
the affair was lamentable, for humanity 
would require that expression, even if the 
beating and killing of our men had been 
justifiable. It is not for a generous, 
ncero Government to 
of a small or equivocal meaning in 
which to convey to a friendly power an 
apology for an offence such as this. 

Tn our nota of Oct last, after receiv- 
ing the report of the board of officers ap- 
pointed by Captain Schley to investigate 
the affair, the Chilian Government was ad- 
vised of the aspect that it then assumed, 
and called upon for friendly facts in its 
possession that ought to modify an unfavor 
able impression Which our report had 
created. It is very clear from the corres- 
pondence that before the receipt of the 
note the explanation was regarded by tho 
authorities as practically closed. It was, 
howover, reopened and protracted through 
a period of three months. 

We might justly have complained of this 
unreasonable delay, but in view of the fact 
that the Government of Chili was still pro- 
visional and with a disposition to be for- 
bearing and hopeful of a friendly termina. 
tion LT have awaited the roport which has 
just been made. On tho 21st inst. I caused 
to be communicated to the Government by 
the American Minister at Santiago the con- 
clusions of this Government after a full con- 
sideration of all the evidence and of every 
suggestion affecting the matter, and to these 
conclusions J adhere, They are; 


1, That the assault is not relieved of the 
aspect which the early information of the 
event gave to it, viz: Thatofan attack upon 
the uniform of the U.S. MANY, having its 
origin and motive in a fealing of hostility to 
this Governmentand not in any act of the 
sailors or any of them, 

2. That the public authorities at Valparaiso 
flagrantly failed in their duty to protect our 
men, and that some of the police and of the 
Chilian soldiers and sailors were themselves 
guilty of unprovoked assaults upon our 
sailors before and after arrest. He thinks 
the provenance of evidence and the inber- 
ent probabilities lead to the conclusion that 
Riggin was killed by the police or soldiers. 

3. That ho is therefore compelled to bring 
the case back to the position taken by this 
Government in the note of Mr. Wheaton of 
Oct, 21 last, a copy of which you will doliver 














with this, and to for a suitable 
apology ‘aud for. some adequate re- 
ration for tho injury done to this 
jovernment, You will assure the Govern- 


ment of Chili that the President has no dis- 

ition to be exacting or to ask anything 
which this Government would not under 
the same circumstances, freely concede, He 
regrets that from the beginning the gravity 
of the questions involved bas not apparently 
been appreciated by the Government of 
Chiliand that an affair in which two Amori- 
cad seamen were killed and 16 others sori- 
ousiy wounded, while only one Chilian was 
seriously hurt, showd not be distinguished 
from an ordinary brawl between sailors in 
which the proyocation js wholly personal and 
the participation limited; no self-respecting 
Government can consent that persons in its 
service, whether civil or military, shall be 
beaten and killed in a forcign tarritory in 
resentment of acts by or imputed to thelr 
Government without exacting suitable re- 
paration,

This despatch was not officially 
communicated to this Government, but as 
Mr. Montt was directed to translate and 
give it to the press of this country it seem- 
ed to me it could not pass without official 
notice, It was not.only undiplomatic, but

‘Phe prompt 
sending of this ultimatum, instead. of an 
order to Mr, Egan that he return home, 
has. surprisod the’ Chilian Govern- 
ment, and it is rumored that Presi 
dent Jorge Montt, while resting at « 
bath resort, has been asked to return at 
once to Santiago and consult with his Cabi- 
not and Council of State in regard to the 
matter. Tho correspondent saya: “I had 
interviows to-hight with Edwardo and 
Judge Alfonso, both of whom are membérs 
of the Council of State. When 1 informed 
them of the nature of the ultimatum sent 
hy Secretary Blaine they. expressed con- 
siderable surprise ut its terms, and without 
formally committing themselves both agreed 
thatit would be a supine act to now with- 
draw:Matta’s letter. They expressed the 
hope that at the meeting of tho Council of 
State in conjunction with the Cabinet 
Monday a peacefal solution of the diffi- 
culty might be arranged, Judge Alfonso, 
who is well known to Secretary Blaine, as 
that any war between the two countries 
would be exceedingly foolish and he was 
fully convinced that the United States did 
not desire to humiliate Chili, When I saw 
Don Carlos Walker Martinez to-night he ex- 
Peosen deep regret that the Chilian Cabinet 
had brought matters to such a crisis and 
evinced strong hope for u peaceful -settle- 
ment of the difficulty: He has no. doubt 
that the sentiment of the Chilian Congress 
will uphold these views. The Chilian 
public is not aware of the gravity of the 
present situation, nor docs it know that the 
American ultimatum bts Ween received. 
The Cabinet is acting secretly, and is accus: 
ed in some quarters not only of giving out 
false news to the public, but also of keeping 
the real facts from the councillors of state, 
Vague and uncertain rumors have © gained 
circulation in Santiago aud Valparaiso, but 
the real danger is not generally known. 

Mr. Kennedy, the British Minister, act-

In the House. 

Wasutotoy, Jan. 26,—Tha session of 
the House to-day was dev@ted to considera- 
tion of a resolution, introduced by \ 
Breckenvidge of Kentucky, calling upon the 
President for additional inform: 
cerning the Chilian correapondens 
after remarks in opposition thereto by sev- 
eral members was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Foreign 


Moctings of Committees and the Cabinet. 


Wasnusgrton, Jan. —At tho request 
of members of the House Foreign ‘Atiairs 
Committee a special meeting was called to- 
day for the plirposé of considering the 
President's message in the Chilian contro- 
yersy und the accompanying correspond- 
ence. The members of the committee spent 
some time in the consideration of it. There 
was an informal discussion of a very g' 
eral character, but no conclusion was reach- 
ed, partly because of tho latest phase given 
the case by the Associated Press despatch 
from Santiago announcing a substantial 
compliance by Chili with the request of the 
President, and partly because of the necea- 
sity of a careful examination of the corre- 
spondence. 

The Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions had @ short seasion this morning, but 
the meeting was merely of an informal 
charactor and was devoted to a brief ex- 
change of opinions among the senators ro- 
garding the President's mnessnge and ac- 
companying correspondence on the Chilian 
affair, No action was taken. 

Tho Cabinet met promptly at 11 o'clock 
to-day and devoted neary the entire session 
to a discussion of the Chilian controversy. 
Allthe members were prosent except Sec- 
retary Elkins and Secretary Foster. 


Discussing the Apology. 

Wasnixorox, Jan, 26.—The Government 
to-day received a long message from ;Min- 
ister Egan, conveying an offer on the part 
of the Chilian Government for the settle- 
ment of all existing difficulties with the 
United States, This despatch confirms in 
every particular the statements made in 
the Associated Press despatch regeived 
from Santiago last eyening, which was in 
effect that Chili had agreed to withdraw 
the offensive note sent by Senor Matta, to 
withdraw its request for the recall of Min- 
ister Egan and to submit the Baltimore 
affair to the arbitration of some neutral 
nation, or to submit the matter to the de- 
cision of the United States Supreme Court. 

Mr. Egan states these proposition at 
greater length than the press despatch, but 
the oxact additions cannot now be ascer- 
tained. ‘There is reason to believe however, 
that the Chilian Government not only offe 
to withdraw the offence note, but in ad- 
dition offers to apologize for it. It also 
agrees to the position taken by the United 
States in regard to the right of asylum and 
the safo pate of refugees. 

Mr. Egan's dispatch was submitted to 
the cabinot at its meeting to-day, The 
entire question was discussed and % is 
derstood that a difference of opinion was 
developed as to the propriety of accepting 
the offer without modification so far as. 
it related to the submission of Chili's lia- 
bility for the attack on the sailors of the 
Baltimore to the arbitration of a neutral 
nation or the decision of the Supreme 
Conrt. Without reaching a decision the 
meeting udjonrned. 

Tho President will doubtless communi- 
cate Mr. ygan's despatch to Congress, but 
will probably not do so for pavers days un- 
loss it is called for by the House. 

To Remain at Callao. 

Tho Secretary of the Navy this afternoon 
sent a cable message to Commander Evans 
of the Yorktown, now at Callao, authoriz- 
ing him to give his crew shoro leaye as re- 
quested in his message of yesterday, This 
in itself shows that the vessel will remain 
at Callao for at least two or three days if 
that fact wore not already established by 
the névessity of coaling. It was said at the 
Navy Department this afternoon that it 
had not been decided whether the York- 
town or the Boston or both should return, 
to Valparaiso. The impression is general 
among naval. officers, however, that the 
Yorktown will bo selected for that service 
and that she will be the only American 
voasol sent there for tho present unless 
some unlooked-for incident ‘should require 
the immediate presence of others. 


Have Dined ov Lee! 

Santiago, Jan. -26.—— It is confidently, 
affirmed that the Chilinn Foroign Minister, 
in accordance with a decision arriyed at by 
President Montt and the Cabinot, and after 
consulting with the Council of State, has 
replied to the American ultimatum in terma 
which will satisfy the President and Goy 
ernment of America. In view of the dis« 
parity between the forces of the two powers 
it would seqm that Chilihad no other re- 
sonree left than toumake ‘thie sacrifices of 
dignity necessary to satisfy the more pow 
erful nation,

The Murning of the nberg Palace. 

Lonpox, Jan, 28.—Qnce more hus the 
Belgian unlucky month beeh signalized by 
a disaster which might: have ‘been ‘irropar 
able. As it is, the historic Arenberg 
Palace lost by fire on Saturday morning the 
wing associated with memories of Queen 
Christina ot Sweden, Louis XV., Jean 
Baptiste Rousseau and Marshal Gerard, 
who all inhabited it in turn, and what 
is more precious still, the rooms _ of 
the Comte d'Egmont, preseryed for more 
thanthree centuries exactly 
state as they were when the owner 
loft them to go to the scaffold. Nothing ro- 
mains of this venerable building bat unsight- 
ly heaps of debris, and the Prince and 
Princess de Croy may be congratutated on 
saving their own lives and the lives of their 
children, Ifthe flames had oxtended be- 
yond the Quartier d'Egmont, the consd- 
quences would have been terrible, for the 
central portion of the palace contains a 
priceless library and the left wing one of 
the most remarkable picture galleries of the 
world.

swoaring, this echoo! house was the talk of 
everybody, it belog a good frame, woll 
finished, with a cupola on top cove red with 
tio, This ia why it waa called the tin-oap 
ped achvol house, _ Well, thle wicked man 
lived near Iv. After hia death he was 
boried {na pasture field, a part of which 
was used a agraveyard,ss such places were 
called at that tims, The common report 
from all partios wos that old B, was to he 
seon every night dancing on his grave, and 
poople were afrald to cross that field aftor 
dark. Having been soot by my mother on 
an errand to B, Andrews’, about 3 milos 
away, and bolog late on my retura, when 
I came to the tin-cap I concluded to cross 
the field to save half mile by the road. 
Tho stars wore shinlog brightly, J got 
over the feuce and took the path usdally 
travelled in the day-time, When I gob 
opposite the old man’s grave I made a halo 
of sevoral minutes in order to'seé him, but 
he did nob appear. I went on 
ani ocoasionally fooked back, but 
saw nothing. Oo arriving at the back 
door of Wm. Wright's house 1 was bid come 
in. I told them | came across the field, &o., 
and they insisted they had, a few m nutes 
bofore, seen the old man. dancing ou his 
graye, dressed in white, So it could pot be 
me they had even, as 1 had of dark odfored 
clothes. This was in the summer of 1814. 
Mr, Wright had a son older thant who was 
so impressed with ghost stories, that he dare 
not sleep in a room wi:hout a candle bura- 
ing, and if it went out, bo weuld ory uavil 
another was brought. So mach, then, for 
ghosts, &c,, 80 yours ago. 1 never saw any- 
thicg to scare mo but Once, and that was a 
bear lying in the path asleep ; [soon backed 
out from it, and ran for home. 

I noticed from Mr, J. J. B. Flint’s letter 
on clairvoyance, hia statement about Rev. 
Me. Brock aod hls wife. 1 knew the par 
tion well, and was cognizant of tho fact he 
speaks«f. Thore is no doubt that there is 
much io thls, es 1 know by my own expe- 
rience, havlog boen some ton years ago ex 
amined by De, Pomeroy, cf Now York ; tke 
only difference wan, the D. ctor pub himeelf 
{ato the clairvoyant etate, | was astranger 
to him, He took my left hand and placed 
it on my right leg above the knee, thea put 
his right hand on mine, and apparently 
dropped asleep. Thus ho began to describe 
my ailments; Firat, my hoad. He sald I 
had boon hurt on the right slde of my face, 
which at times gave me a great deal of pain, 
This was from the kick of a rifle; 1 caught 
cold and suffered very muob, thinking it 
toothache ; I went to get {t taken out; De. 


without breaklog my jawbone. I went home 
and sharpened up a 10 cz. nail gimbled and 
returning, told him to bore it out, This ho 
did, borivg through the jawbone as well— 
and cleaned it oat with caustle and milk, 
Ho aftorwards bored it again with a large 
gimlet, and took 1s all out. 

Tha next was my right and left shoulders 
—the left one injared by a fall backwards 
from the plate of a barn, down amongst the 
rails below—the right one by being throwa 
from a buck board on tho old Kaladar road, 
by which I was laid up hero for three weeks 
Then next, tho small of my back ond kid- 
neys, This came from my horee taking a fit 
and falling over Maln’s bridge, Sugar Island, 
on Feb. 12, 1845, by which I was seriously 
{njared and nearly lost my life by drowning 

my hoad bejng yoder water 21 times be- 
fore | got help to get out. 

The rext was my right knee; this came 
from 9 fall on the morning of 13sh Ootober, 
1825, ab 1:30 o'clock, Snow fe!l llth sud 
12th Oct. ; and I unloaded off eleven slelgh- 
loads of goods the 12th ab night to go to 
Beverly, now called Delta, In golng from 
the store-house to the store, where I slept, 
1 gota fall, It cut out tho knee of my 
pants, took the flesh off the bone, and with 
diliicalty 1 gob to tho store. This has been 
Jame ever since and often pains me. ‘the 
nox was my loft leg, the bone having been 
split between the knee and hip. This I 
got by slipping on my door step, belng 
thrown backward ; my ley was not broken 
off, co | managed to get about with the help 
of scratch. Tho last was my big too on 
my right food, and the kick of a cow on my 

breast bone, So true are his descriptions 
that I am a firm believer In Dr. Pomeroy's 
system of examination. Lam no bellover 
in ghosts or witchcraft, and all the other 
nonsense got up in this latter day. I find 
it beat to take the Bible for my guide, as 
the word of God has stood the teat since 
the world began. Pardon this long letter ;

Plain Truth. 

Hon. Oharles Drury, for years the Min- 
{ster of Agriculture in the Mowat Govern- 
ment, anda prominent Reformer, attended 
the Farmers’ Institute in Lennox county 
last woek and gave a little plaln truth about 
when a reciprocity treaty may be expected. 
The Beaver reports him to have sald: 
“Hon. Charles Drury stated that he was 
not affected by the passage of the McKinley 
bill, he grew nothing for the United 
States market. Ho also stated that {t must 
be evident to all that we could not get free 
trade with the United States until they 
wore ready for it and willing to negotiate 
with us. They had the matter in thelr owo 
hands. Now almost everything we produce 
(our beef, barley, rye, buckwheat, wheat, 
apples, eggs, poultry, etc.), went to the 
Eogl!sh market, where there 1s an unlimit- 
ed demand, and wo shoald study that mar- 
ket and endeavor to send all our exports 
there In a shape to meet the requirements 
of the millions of the old world. He 
atated that he believed reciprocity would 
be good for the Canadians, but we would 
have to walt until they were ready for It. 


Relative Valuoof Manures. 
Regarding the value of manures, experi- 
ments at Cornell demonstrated that cows, 
when well fod and kept on water-tight 
floors, yoided manure valued at ten cents 
per day. Horses voided in the stable man- 
ure to the value of four cents per day, two- 
fifths being voided in the fields, Sheep 
kept on galvanized iron covering the floor, 
produced one and one-half cents’ worth of 
manure daily, and swine, kept in the same 
manner as sheep, produced manure. valued 
at half'a cent per day. Much depends on 
the kind of food, temperature and other 
canditions.

cannot take the place of continuous exercise 
of faith and prayer. Ib othor words, a man 
cannot be so much of a Christian on Sunday 


that he can afford to be a worldling all the | 


reat of the week. Ifa steamer put ont for 
Southampton, and go one day in that direc- 
tion and tho othor six daya in other direc- 
tions, how long before the steamer will get 
to Southampton? It will never get there. 
And though @ man may seom to be voyag- 
jug heavenward during the holy Sabbath- 
day if, during the following six days of the 
week, he is going toward the world, and 
toward the flesh, and toward the devil, 
he will never ride up unto the peaceful 
harbor of heaven. You cannot eat so 
much at the Sabbath banquet that you can 
afford religious abstinence the other six 
days. Horoism and princely behavior on 
Breat occasions are no apology for lack of 
right demeanor in circumstances insignifi- 
cant and inconspictious. The genuine 
Christian life is not spasmodic ; dees not go 
by fits and starts. It toils on through heat 
and cold up steep mountains an along 
dangerous declivities, its eye on\the evor- 
lasting hills crowned with the castles of the 
blessed. 

I propose, this morning, to plead for a 
feligion for to day. 

Tn the first place, we want to bring the 
religion of Christ into our conversation. 
When a dam breaks, and two or three 
villages are overwhelmed, or an earthquake 
in South America swallows a whole city, 
then people begin to talk about the un- 
certainty of life, and they imagine that 
they ure engaged in positively religious 
conversation, fo, You may talk about 
these things, and have no grace of God at 
sll in your heart. We ought every day to 
be talking religion. If there is anything 
glad about it, anything beautifl about it, 
anything important about it, we ought to 
be continuously discussing it. I have no- 
ticed that men, just in proportion as their 
Christian experience is shallow, talk about 
funerals, and graveyards, and tombstones, 
and death-beds. ‘ho real,genuine Christian 
man talks chiefly about this lifo, and the 
Great eternity beyond, and not so much 
about the insignificant pass between these 
two residences. And yet how few circles 
there are where the religion of Jesus Christ 
is welcome. Go into a circle, even of Chris- 
tian people, where they are full of joy and 

rity, and talk about Christ or heaven, 
4nd everything is immediately silended. 
As on asummer day, when the forests are 
full of life, chatter, and chirrup, and 
carol—a mighty chorus of bird harmony, 
every tree branch an orchestra—if a hawk 
Qppear in the sky, every voice stops, and 
the forests are tite ; justso I have soen a 
lively religious circle sileuced on the ap- 
pearance of anything like religious con- 
Yersation. Noone had anything to say, 
favo, perhaps, some old patriarch in tho 
corner of the room, who really thinks that 
something ought to be said, under the cir- 
cumstances ; so he puts one foot over the 
other, and heaves a long sigh, and says, ‘Oh 
yes; that’s so, that’s so !’ 

My friends, the religion of Jesus Christ 
is something to talk about with o glad 
heart. It is brighter than the waters ; it is 
more cheerful than the sunshine. Do not 
go around groaning about your religion, 
wlien you ought tS he singing it or talking 
it in cheerful tones of voice. How often it 
is that we find nen whose lives aro ntterly 
inconsistent, who attempt to talk religion, 
and always make a failure of it! My 
friends, wo must live religion, or we cannot 
talk it. Ifa man is orci and cross, and 
uncongenial, and hard in his dealings, and 
then begins to talk about Christ and 
heaven, everybody is repolled by it, Yet 
I have heard such men say, in whining 
tones, ‘‘We are miserable Binners,” ‘The 
Lord blese you,” ‘The Lord have mercy on 
you"; their conversation interlarded with 
auch expressions, which mean nothing but 
canting, and canting is the worst form of 
hypocrisy. If wo have really felt tho re- 
ligion of Christ in oar hearts; let us talk it, 
and talk it with an illominated counten- 
ance, remembering that whon two Christian 
people talk God gives especial attention and 
writes down what they say. Malachi 3 
16 “Then they that feared the Lord 
spake often one to another, and. the Lord 
harkened and heard it, and a book of re 
membrance was written,” 

Again I remark: we must bring the ro- 
ligion of Christ into our eimploymon 
“Oh,” you say, ‘that is yery well if a man 
handles large sums of money, or if he havo 
an extensive traffic; but in my thread-and 
needlo store, in my trimming establish: 
ment, in the humble work in life that 
Iam called to, the sphere is too stall for 
the action of auch grand, heavenly prin 
ciplos, Who told you so?

You say, 
“Since I lost my child, since 1 lost 
my property, 1 have beon a ditlerent 
man.” Bat you do not recognise tho 
architecture of little annoyances that are 
hewing, digging, cutting, shaping, split- 
ting and interjoining your moral qualities, 
Rats may sink a ship. One lucifer mateh 
may send destruction through a block of 
store houses, Catherine de Medicis got 
her death from smelling a poisonous. rose. 
Columbus, by svopping and asking for a 
piece of bread and a drink of water 
Franciscan convent, was led to the discov- 
ery of a now world. | And there is an inti- 
mate connection between trifles and immen- 
sitios, between nothings and everythings. 

Now, be careful to let none of those an- 
noyances go through your soul unarraigned, 
Compel them to administer to your spiri- 
tual wealth, The scratch of a sixpenny 
nail sometimes produces locked-jaw, and 
the clip ofa most infinitésmal annoyance 
may damage you forever. Do not let any 
annoyance or perplexity come across your 
soul without its making you better. 

Again, wo must bring the religion of 
Christ into our commonest “blessings. 
When the autumn comes, and the harvests 
aro in, and the governors make proclama- 
tion, we assemble in churches and we are 
very thankful. But every day ought to be 
a thanksgiving day. We do not recoguize 
tle common mercies of life. We have to 
soo a blind man led ‘by “a dog before we 
begin to bethink ourselves of what a grand 
thing it is to have eyesight. We have to 
see some one Afflicted with St, Vitus’ dance 
before we are ready to thank God for the 
control of our physical energi We have 
to sce some wounded man hobbling on his 
eratch, or with his Suey coat sleeve pinued 
up, before we Jearn to think what o grand 
thing God did for us when he gave us 
healthy uso of our limbs. We are so atupid 
that nothing but the misfortunes’ of others 
can row us up to our blessings. As the 
ox grazes in the pasture up to the eyes in 
Sibvers and ‘as the ica picks up the worm 
from the farrow, not knowing that it is 
God who makes everything, from the ani- 
malcula in the sod to the seraph on the 
tlirone, so we go on euting, drinking and 
cujoying, but never thanking, or 
thavking ; or, if thanking at all, with only 
half a heart 

But suppose God should withdraw these 
common blessings | Your body would 
become an Inquisition of torture, the cloud 
would refuse rain, every green thing would 
crumple up, and the earth would crack 
open under your feot, “Lhe air would ceaso 
its heulthful creation, pestilence would 
swoop, and every house would become o 
place of skulls, Streams would first swim 
with vermin, and then dry up; and thirst, 
and hunger, and anguish and despair would 
lift their sceptres, Ob, compare such o 
life as that with the life you live this morn 
ing with your families about you! In it 
not time that, with every word of our lips 
and with every. action of our life, we began 
to acknowledge. these every-day mercies? 
“Whatever yo cat of drink, or whatsoever 
ye do, do all to the glory of God Dol 
addreas a man or a Wowan this morning 
who has not rendered to God one single 
offering of thanks?
